Indianapolis, Ind., March 24— 
Reforestation in Indiana this 
y ear, aside from the economic 
importance of reclaiming idle 
eroded lands; beneficial effect of 
flood control in the future, and 
ultimate timber crop, is a most 
im portant factor in 
providing 
work along constructive lines ad­ 
vocated by Governor Paul V. Mc­ 
Nutt, conservation departm ent 
officials pointed out today . 
According to Richard Lieber, 
conservation director, it is the 
most 
extensive 
reforestation 
schedule planned in this state, 
and will begin next month. 
Business men, farmers, organi­ 
zations and the state will co- 


As a result of legislation en­ 
acted recently by the general as­ 
sembly motorists of the state are 
req uired to secure new drivers’ 
licenses. 
This y ear, however, the licens­ 
es will be secured direct from the 
auto license bureau in each com­ 
munity instead of through the 
secretary of state’s office in In­ 
dianapolis. To issue the licenses 
under the same plan used for 
y ears ago would cost #the state 
approximately $30,000 in postage. 
This will be saved by securing 
them direct from the local bu­ 
reau. 
A brief resume explaining the 
new license law follows: 
Every operator of a motor ve­ 
hicle will be req uired to purchase 
a driver’s license annually at a 
cost of 50 cents. This charge in­ 
cludes the notary fee. The new 
law fixes April 1 as the date th at

Operators of branch 
license bureaus will be permitted 
to deduct 10 cents from the 50 
cent fee to compensate them for 
notary services.

Green assailed this as “regi­ 
m entation of labor in peace 
times” which would demoralize 
wage levels. He wants standard 
rates of wages to be paid. 
Members of the two commit­ 
tees gave evidence of strong 
support for the president’s plan, 
but Connery was prepared to 
demand a pay scale of $50 a 
month for single men and $80 
for married men. The bill also 
probably will be changed to

It is a long time since we had a president who 
demanded “bold, persistent ex perimentation , 
it is a long time since our own temper has 
been of a kind to support such a president even 
if we had had one. Ever since the war 
w e have 
tried to play safe. 
“Don’t rock the boat 
has 
been our national slogan. 
Wc have asked our 
presidents to keep their hands off things and 
let well enough alone. 
T hat worked all right, or seemed to, as long 
as things were indeed well enough. 
But when 
they went from bad to worse, and from worse 
to worst, it was a catastrophic policy . T hat we 
have at last discarded it, and have a president 
who has discarded it, is perhaps the most en­ 
couraging fact on the horizon. 
No one knows jusc what is going to get us 
finally out of the depression. 
No one knows 
just how, having got out, we are going to keep 
from slipping back in again. 
We can do noth­ 
ing less than make some ex periments. 
Some 
of them, in all probability , will not work, but 
that does not m atter. 
Our only chance is to 
keep try ing, over and over again, until we have 
found what we want.

Prosperity will not be born anew 
from artificial stimulation of employ ment or of 
industry but on sound, basic facts that will 
show the way to new standards of living. 
President Roosevelt is to be commended on 
his efforts and his interest but we cannot be 
misled by false hope any longer. We must have 
a definite program to follow—one that will 
show the way to perm anent improvement by 
creating a sound foundation upon which to 
build.

Indiana today had underway 
elaborate plans for feeding her 
needy nex t winter. 
Included in the arrangem ents 
approved at a meeting of Gov­ 
ernor Paul V. McNutt’s unem ­ 
ploy ment commission here y es­ 
terday was a plan to purchase 
at a cost of $50 ,000—approx i­ 
mately one million one gallon 
cans to be used in canning food 
at the state's penal institutions 
for distribution to the poor nex t 
winter. The money will be taken 
from the $1,000,000 poor relief 
appropriation made by the 19 33 
general assembly . 
Counties will come in for their 
share in the purchase of garden 
seed to be distributed to the poor 
this summer. Way ne Coy , Gov­ 
ernor McNutt’s secretary and ex ­ 
ecutive secretary of the newly 
created unemploy ment commis­ 
sion, said the state has contract­ 
ed with the Burpee company of 
Philadelphia for garden seeds. 
Containing sufficient assorted 
seeds to plant a garden 50 by 100 
feet, the packages of seeds will 
cost 22 3-4 cents each and each 
county is ex pected to purchase 
its own. Plan of distribution may 
be discussed at a meeting of 
county unemploy ment chairmen 
with Fred Hoke, of Indianapolis, 
chairman of the state commis­ 
sion, some time nex t month.

They sacri­ 
ficed $370,000,000 in a vain ef­ 
fort to stabilize prices and with 
gluttinous chivalry , now 
accept 
the invitation to repeat the folly . 
If love for the farm er had been 
so great why limit the sale price 
of his wheat during the 
great 
war, while the metal trades were 
allowed carte blanche on every ­ 
thing they produced and contin­ 
ue on a war basis even y et. Self 
binders, plows, wagons and all 
other farm tools are y et little 
below war prices while buiding 
material, in self defense, has 
dropped but little. 
Our railroads a public neccs- 
Sity _w ere taken over by the 
government during the war, as 
an experiment and handed back 
as of the “ three ball” variety . Su­ 
pervision for government pur­ 
poses would have been enough 
but a sy stem of confiscation was 
ruinous. Wages went wild. Cross­ 
ing watchmen took down $125 per 
month and others in proportion 
and thus the earnings of the 
roads were dissipated. 
Why was it when the manhood 
of the land was conscripted that 
the material was not? Why pay 
men a dollar a day to face shot 
and shell and death'from gas 
and disease and allow sky -rock­ 
eting of wages and production at 
home? ’Twas this that led to the 
•bonus” and our miserable fi­ 
nancial condition today . 
Mortgages are mountain high, 
utilities of the Dolling and Insul 
variety have been allowed to 
fleece the unwary and cover the 
land with mortgages and bank­ 
ruptcy . Care alone can prevent 
tragedy in the adjustment. The 
•serum 
factory ,’’ 
of 
blessed 
memory , caught numbers here at 
home, not to speak of the “ Look- 
back” exploit. Lack of control 
and permitting such “ wildcat” 
organization to exist is not the 
least of our woes. 
History repeats itself on the 


question of pensions but why 
exempt the soldier of the Civil 
war? Is it possible that con 
science (if a government has 
such a thing) recalls that it was 
not until ijaore 
an half the 
Union 
soldiers 
were in their 
graves that a streak of generosi­ 
ty caused the government to re­ 
call the day when six or eight 
dollars a month, paid quarterly , 
was through the pensioner. 
Twenty dollars was considered 
a fortune and how it was P*®“ 
dieted that a dollar a day pen­ 
sion would ruin the government? 
They forgot that the best medi­ 
um of circulating the currency 
was thdough the pensioner. 
Strictly speaking, it may be 
questioned whether pay ment of 
pension at all is an obligation of 
government as every citizen owes 
allegiance to it, but it has be­ 
come a fixed policy in this coun­ 
try to do so and the man who 
seeks to overthrow or destroy it 
is stray ing in the field of doubt­ 
ful popularity . 
Why spare the postal depart­ 
ment where high and low, from 
the rural carrier to the post­ 
master-general, draw princely 
wages? Not only that, but the 
rank and file are protected from 
discharge, except for cause, and 
retired on good pay at the age of 
decline. 
Before the ' World war the 
source of public revenue, from 
county to capitol, was largely de­ 
rived from the manufacture and 
sale of liquors. A “ noble experi­ 
ment” took away more than the 
president now seeks to raise to 
balance the budget, and after 
thirty y ears of experimenting 
with a pious fraud a disgusted 
country asks its return. 
Bootleggers 
became million­ 
aires, penitentiaries grew in size 
and 
population; 
jails, 
penal 
farms and reformatories had 
surplus of inhabitants, while the 
brand of “ criminal” was written 
opposite the names of school boy s 
and y oung men who were guilty 
of no crime in itself, but who 
dared to follow a natural inclin­ 
ation, harmless as Noah’s sleep. 
A1 Capone was sent to the pen­ 
itentiary , not because he was a 
“ bootlegger” 
but because he 
wouldn’t share his ill gotten gains 
with Uncle Sam. It surely is a 
sad commentary on our laws 
when we forbid the doing of a 
thing and then want to punish 
the doer because he will not 
share the gains of the evil deed. 
What we need in this country , is 
less law and more obedience, 
less greed and more toleration, 
less graft and more honesty . 
If any soldier is drawing more 
than is coming to him reduce it. 
If any is on the roll fraudulently 
drop them but beware of a total 
destruction of the pension sy s­ 
tem. Even now war clouds are 
darkening the world’s horizon 
and we may find ourselves in­ 
volved as in the last one and it is 
upon the soldier we must lean 
for safety . Nor should we forget 
that ninety per cent of our army 
is made up of laboring men and 
that the means of existence of 
no soldier, but a fraud should be 
sacred.

Pray er: O Thou from Whose 
hand the y ears are measured 
out, grant unto us to accept with 
gratitude the measure of our 
day s and number them not by 
their swift passing but by the 
gifts they bring. And though we 
be solemnized by the brevity of 
our appointed y ears, may we not 
thereby be too much cast down 
but so employ them as to grow 
in grace and knowledge, and 
make of the temporal a prepar­ 
ation for the eternal. In His 
name Whose ministry is ever­ 
lasting.
